Five on Death List 


As one feature of Godwin's sensa- 
tional declarations in negotiating 
with business men to finance the 
campaign was the statement that 
five prominent men were marked for 
death. L. A. Murray, president of 
the chamber of commérce; F. B. 
Page, prominent business man; and 
R. M. Renfro, general manager of 
the National Orange Show, were 
three of the men, it is reported, 
whom Godwin said were marked for

During the past season over 6h 
thousand ladybird beetles which feed 
only on mealy bugs were liberated 
systematically throughout the mealy, 
bug infested citrus orchards of Wp- 
land, by the Southern California 
‘Branch of the State Insectary—a dt 
vision of the work of the Cilafornia 
State Department of Agriculture— 
located at Alhambra. 

While the resulta of these libera- 
tiuns were exceedingly beneficial it 
was realized that much more effect- 
ive work could be done in coming 
seasons by a branch inasectary Jo- 
cated in Upland in direct. contact 
with the infested area. Such a plan. 
fostered by the citrus growers of Up 
land, was placed before the board of 
supervisors by County Horticultural 
Commissioner J. P. Coy, with the re- 
sult that a suitable building has been 
erected by them: directly east and 
on the property of the Nineteenth 
Street Citrus Packing House. By a 
cooperative arrangement the buil' 
Ing is being equipped for insectary 
purposes by the Insectary Division of 
the California State Department of 
Agriculture. 

Mr. Paul M. Howard who for the 
past two years has been in direct. 


charge. of the insect breeding... work 


Alhambra has been employed hy the 
county to take charge here. He is 
now on the job laying extensive plans 
for the spring campaign. 

Aside from the rearing of natural

Today there are many orange 
growing communities which are 
no longer successful in producing 
¢itrus fruits and the reasons giv- 
en are many and varied, but as 
time goes on growers of experi- 
ence are gradually coming to the 
conclusion that the older a citrus 
tree, the more water it requires. 
Upland has a vast acreage which 
is just coming into bearing and 
aa the years roll on more water 
is going to be needed in order 
that, the groves may be success- 
ful:in the production of crops. 

The question arises, is one 
share of water enough per acre? 
Experienced growers claim that 
the reason for the falling down 
of certain citrus sections in 
Southern California is not bé- 
cause of climatic conditions, lack 
of care or fertilization, but sim- 
ply a lack of water. 

If in five years’ time_a lack of 
water is to confront Upland or- 
ange growers and some fine 
morning we awake to. the. fact 
that we haven’t enough water to. 
eare for our groves, wouldn’t. it 
be a wise move to hegin develop- 
ing. a greater water supply at 
this time, that when the new 
acreage has come into full bear- 
ing the one thing we won’t lack 
will be water. 

Think this over, orange grow- 
ers, and sme day sit down and 
_ write the News on the subject, 
that we may exchange a few 
ideas. Five years. from now 
when the proposition of a lack 
of water comes home to us, we 
would certainly hate to confess 
that we never dreamed of there 
ever being a lack of water here.

LIZARD EGGS HIGHLY PRIZED 
Those of the Water Monitor Are Ee. 
teemed a Delicacy in Many Parte 

ogo of Malay ‘Peninsula. 


standbys of the natives of India, Cey- 
lon and the Malay peninsula and ts- 
land and the eggs of this species of 
lizard ‘are more highly prized than 
hens’ eggs, 

- You atight shudder when you sud- 
denly confronted a water monitor in 
the jungle. Not so the native, hunt- 
ing its eggs and rejoicing to get near 
such treasures, 

The monitor {s equipped with a long 
forked tongue, extending from a 
sheath like a snake's. It is one of the 
largest of existing lizards, reaching a 
length of seven feet; although its uear- 
est relative, the gigantic Australian 
monitor, grows from twelve to thirty 
feet long. The monitor lays twenty or 
more white, soft-shelled eggs in hol- 
low trees. and in Burma these bring a 
much higher price than hen’'s eggs. 

“The monitor is well fitted for its 
life," says a writer in the ‘Scientific 
American. “It is a swift runner, able 
to overtake’ the speediest mammals, 
frogs. turtles and snakes on which it 
feeds. It often startles ‘hunters by 
crashing through the jungle, making 
@s much nolse as large game; It climbs 
trees for squirrels, birds and their 
eggs. At other times it may be. found 
digging along stream banks for the 
eggs of the crocodile, of which It is 
most fond, Hither in running or swim. 
ming it can leave its enemies far bée- 


'| hind. If surprised when up a tree it 


Grops into ‘the ‘water, switaming with 
powerful strokes of its flattened tail, 
which ‘acts as:oars and rudder, When 
being captured {t fights: with teeth, 
claws and tail. 

“The natives term the monitor ‘Ka- 
bara-Goya.’ Although it is harmless 
and non-poisonous, it is used to pro- 
duce deadly poisons. The Singalese 
are experts’ in brewing a deadly~ pol- 
son termed ‘Kabaratel.’ 

- “They extract poisons from venom- 
ous snakes, adding arsenic and other 
drugs, boiling the combination in .hw 
man, skuHs. And here the monitor 
comes in «8 a. , of their supersti- 
tion. They tie threg menitors on three 


sides facing the fire. Then they tor- | 


ment the monitors with whips and 
make them hiss to cause the fire to 
blaze up. The natives believe that 
the hiss of the monitors adds’ to the 


poisonous quality of the deadly brew.” |

The navel ofange crop in San Ber- 
nardino county this year will be 
about the same as last year, ac- 
cording to growers and packers, 
while the Valencia crop, it is, believ- 
ed, will be Hghter this year than 
last. That the navel crop will be 
the same as last year means that 
it will be light,.a condition that ob- 
tains practically all over the state. 
Some San Bernardino county grow- 
ers attribute ‘the light. crop to the 
fact that for two years the rainfall 
has been light, ‘claiming that the 
moisture has ‘not: penetrated to the 
depth which ft has. in years when 
larger crops have’ been harvested. — 

In the Redlands @strict it is eati- 
mated that the total ofange crop will 
be 200° or 300 cars lighter than the 
past season. Most growers in the 
Redlands district are agreed ‘that 
the navel crop will be about the 
same as last year, although it de- 
pends to a certain extent on the 
size of the oranges, which so far 
have not reached the size they 
were last year, a condtion, how- 
ever, which may be remedied by 
rain. The Rédlands fruit is of better 
color than it usually is at this time 
a year, and there {9 no doubt that 
all oranges’ being shipped will eas- 
ily pass the eight to one test. 

Careful estimates place the Valen- 
cia crops in the Redlands district at 
6¢ per cent of last season. The grow- 
ers are practically assured of ex- 
cellent prices for their fruit and 
this will to a large extent make 
up for the difference in the size of 
the crop.

In spite of the fact that navels are 
maturing later this year than last, 
the shipments from the Riverside 
district up to December 20, which 
marked the end of the holiday sea- 
gon, were heavier than they were 
a year ago. Seventy-nine cars were 
shipped the week ending Dec. 20 
as against 69 cars for the corrés- 
ponding period a year ago. The to- 
tal Riverside shipments to Dec, 20 
were 236 cars of oranges and four 
cars of lemons 46 against 199 cars 
of oranges and seven cars of lemons 
last year. Im part the larger ship- 
ments were due to late shipments 
of Valencias, but *the receipts of ship- 
ments would indicate that more na- 
vels were shipped this year than 
last.

AUTOISTS URGED TO HEED LI- 
CENSE LAW, EXPIRE JANU- 
ARY 31ST, 1920 


With 1919 automobile registrations, | 
| teense plates and certificates expir- 
ing January 31, 1920, motorists are 
being urged by the California Auto- 
mobile Trades Association to famil- 
jarize themselves with the 1920 sys- 
tem of registration. 

All applications for a new license 
must be filed prior to February “1. 
“The motor vehicle department,” says 
the local secretary, “has made the 
matter of registering very simple 
and. all that is required of motorists is 
the filing with the departments or its 
branches to be opened, in San Fran- 
l'etsco, Los Angeles and’ Fresno, of the 
upper portion of the 1919 certificate 
accompanied by a check covering the 
required: fee. The lower portion of 





| the 1919 certificate left in the con-| 


tainer is evidence that you have filed 
an application and will permit opera- 
tion of your car for a period of 80 
days, or to March 1. The 1919 cer- 


‘| tificate in other words will serve as 


the 1920 application. 
Give Legal Owner’s Name 

“If you are not the legal owner of 
the car you desire to register please 
see to it that the legal owner’s name 
and address is endorsed across the 
face of the 1919 certificate so that 
it may be recorded on the new cer- 


i tificate for 1920, If the certificate 


|}does not carry this endorsement the 
-departmentwill assume that the -reg- 


| istered owner is the legal owner— 


one who retains title to the car. 

tre you have changed your address 
‘since your last registration make 
the necessary notation on your cer 
tificate. We suggest that you check 
‘the description of your 1919 certifi- 
cate against the car so that any dis- 
crepancies may be rectified. 

“If your certificate has been lost 
or destroyed you will be required to 
pay 50 cents for a duplicate before a 
renewal can be made. In the case of 
such loss or mutilation of your 1919 
certificate motorists should return 
the official announcement to be re- 
ceived from the state motor vehicle 
department with 50 cents and with 
the form on the back ‘thereof filled 
out. The proper fee to pay for your 
1920 license should also be enclos- 
ed. Be sure that your signature ap- 


istration before sending same to Sac- 
ramento. Where the motorist owns 
more than.one machine he should 
send a séparate check covering the 
1920 fee-with each certificate of reg- 
istration. In other words, do not 
bunch your checks. 
Must Renew License 

“All motorists must renew their op- 
erator’s license for 1920. Under the 
new act the opbrator’s licenses is- 
sued to motorists will be good until 
revoked and it will not be necessary 
to renew each year as heretofore. All 
persons driving machines for com- 
pensation must obtain a chauffeur’s 
license costing $2 per year. Under 
the former law this was required 
| only where machines carried passen- 
gers. 
| “The proper fee can be arrived at 
by multiplying the given rhose pow- 
er on the 1919 certificate by 40 cents. 
The fee for electric vehicles is $1 and 
for motorcycles $2. Trucks weighing

to notify the.motor vehicle depart- 
ment of changes of address within 
10 days and to file their new post- 
office address. Failure to do so con- 
stitutes a misdemeanor under the 
new act. 

“The department will send to each 
motorist a notice of renewal, also two 
blanks for operator’s licenses. Under 
the law, motorists who do not have 
their renewals in the hands of the 
motor vehicle department by midnight 
of March 1, will be penalized to the 
extent of 25 per cent, 

“The department will furnish their 
branch offices at San Francisco, Fres- 
no and Los Angeles with a supply of 
plates. The motorists living in these 
cities or’ vicinity can call in person 
at these branch offices, turn in their 
certificates of registration and _ re- 
ceive their 1920 plates. Due notice 
will be given when these offices are 
ready to distribute, 

“If the motorist will comply: with 
the simple requirements set forth to 
pioecure their 1920 license plates and 
registrations and promptly send their 
renewals to the motor vehicle depart- 
ment at Sacramento, it will not only 
‘assure them of receiving their cer- 
tificates of registration and plates 
promptly, but will likewise assist the 
department in cleaning up the 1920 
regisstrations in record tfme. The 
superintendent of the motor vehiclo 
department nas organized an ef- 
ficient working force and if the mo- 
torist will do his part, we are sure 
that there will be no cause for com- 
plaint as in previous years.”
